‘The huge’ profits were made off-our allies, while they |, 


were fightingour ‘battles. In their great need for steel 


and. other commodities they -bid against each other in our 


Markets and pushed the price to unheard-of levels. The 
‘-warmprofits tax and. the government-fixed prices ‘are. bring- 
“ing things’ backto normal. The allies are no longer bid- 
“ding against ‘each other, and we are granting them huge 
<redits, partly out of the proceeds of war taxation.

> ¢offee “on account of thé war” would not be justified. Re- 
“ports tré6m Rio de Janeiro ‘state that the Brazilian coffee 
‘crop. this year “will exceed anything that has ever before 
been -witnessed in that country. ” Indeed traders are dis- 
‘mayed at the outlook because in addition to this bumper 
crop the Central Empires, ~Brazil’s' heaviest customers 
for coffee, and Greece and Russia, have become inacces- 
sible.
